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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claim 30 is allowable because the prior art of record does not 
disclose or reasonably suggest limitations of an outline estimation section, a shape 
element selection section, and a shape element connection section, where an outline 
estimation section defines the outline of the intonation at least by a maximum value of a 
frequency level in a segment and relative level offsets in a starting end and termination 
end of a segment. It is known in the prior art to provide an apparatus for speech 
synthesis comprising a text analysis unit, a prosody control unit, and a speech 
generation unit, where a segment is selected from a database for storing intonation 
patterns. See, e.g. Huang et al.: Figure 3 and Saito et al.: Figure 2. However, the prior 
art of record does not disclose or reasonably suggest a prosody control unit having an 
outline estimation section, a shape element selection section, and a shape element 
connection section. Applicants' Specification, Page 6, Lines 11 to 23, suggests an 
advantage of flexibly and accurately generating an intonation pattern for speech 
synthesis.
